Check For $200. 


Los Angeles, Dec. IO— Mrs. Eliza­ 
beth Besanty again took the witness 
stand in Superior Court here yester­ 
day at the trial of A rthur C. Burch, 
charged with the m urder of J . Belton 
Kennedy last August, M rs. Besanty 
testified Thursday that she saw Burch 
drive into the canyon near Kennedy’s 
home between 7 and K o’cl-x*k on the 
night of the 
shooting 
and saw him 
drive out again after the time it oc­ 
curred. 
She was the first witness 
produced by the State to bring the 
defendant actually to the place of the 
shooting at the hour of its occurrence. 
It was developed during the exam ­ 
ination that IVlrs. Besanty had kept 
their .information about the case to 
herself until she took the stand, be­ 
cause, she said, Deputy District At­ 
torney Keyes, who is assisting at the 
trial, had asked her to refrain from 
discussing 
it 
generally. 
Several 
newspaper men approached her, she 
said, but she hail declined to talk to 
them . 
After the attorneys 
finished their 
questions, four of the women jurors 
asked Mrs. 
Besanty 
alwmt various 
points. 
One wanted to know w heth­ 
er it was light or dark the night of 
the shooting, and 
was told it w’as 
light enough for the witness to see 
well w hat was going on. 
Another 
asked w hether Mrs. Obenchain. a co­ 
defendant, said bv the witness to have 
been standing 
by 
Kennedy’s body 
when the witness arrived, appeared to 
be sad at that time. The witness said 
Mrs. Ohenchain.appeared nervous and 
excited rath er than sad,

on the 
stand bv her husband, Louis Besanty. 
Besanty said Burch was 
at 
Beverly 
Glen A ugust 4, the day before Ken­ 
nedy was killed there. 
Besanty, who 
lives clos,, to the cottage in front of 
which Kennedy 
was shot to death, 
sail! Burch 
came to the 
Besanty 
home in a roadster automobile in the 
early evening.

whose hearing Is poor, 
said Burch said something to him he

Burch talked to Besanty’s son. 
Tlo- 
santy was being questioned concern­ 
ing events of the night of August 5 
when the Court took noon recess. 
M rs. Besanty had testified she saw 
Burch drive through the glen that
